On my web site I have a program that runs under LINUX 
called dual. I'll get to the name in a minute. 


With it you can just about generate any kind of practice 
you want. Such as: 


1. Plain text at any speed with/without extended spacing. 
2. Five letter code groups. 


3. Using the included dictionary with LINUX/UNIX systems 
you can generate random words of fixed or variable length. 


And with any program or source that generates ASCII text 
you can generate code groups, and other practice tapes. 

I have a text program that generates SS CW practice CDs 

by generating the input for this program.

text is 78 WPM, but that was over 5 years ago in Dallas. The same 
for the RUFZ score. I don't know if I still have an old enough 
computer to still run the program, it's been that long ago. 
Guiness removed the code records due to lack of interest. 


One of the things that you will note at the web site. Americans 
have a poor showing at all levels. That is mainly due to several 
clubs in EU that sponsor contests, etc. and promote high 

speed CW work. At Dayton there is a contest but don't know 

what the turnout for that one has been over the past few years. 
When I was in high school almost every ham fest had a contest

You want QRQ? Listen just above the 25KHz boundary

The program is called dual because you 
can get different code text in the right and left channel. I wrote 
it to practice on things like:

2. Have two texts, (L and R), going at the same freq and speed and see if 
it could be copied. 


3. Have random words in both ears at random frequencies and work on 
copying both.... :-) 


I'm using this program to generate 12 hours of 0 to 35wpm code learning 
in MP3 format..... I'll let you know when it is ready. 


And you have to practice every day to get to high speeds. No other way 
to get there and there are no drug enhancing methods to do it like in 
sports....

On our Caribbean cruise a couple of years ago, the cruise ship (Royal 
Caribbean Monarch of the Seas) had nothing but satellite communications. 
Several HF vertical antennas could be seen around the ship but as far as I 
could see, they were disconnected. 


In any event, final dispensation for operating must come from the captain of 
the ship, but a letter of request to the company would be a first step. I 
would stress the QRP nature of the transmitter and the steps that would be 
taken to avoid any antenna eyesores or anything that would be offensive to 
other passengers. This probably amounts to finding an appropriate operating 
position out of the general traffic pattern, which should not be hard to do. 


Several articles have appeared in QST over the last few years describing 
such operations so perhaps an enquiry to ARRL might be in order. 


Don't know about you, but we found so much going on that finding time to set 
up a rig and antenna and operate would have been a problem. Operation from 
within your cabin might be possible if you have a small porch or patio where 
you can get outside to mount an antenna. We had only a large locked 
porthole. Reception within the cabin was zilch - a real "screen room!"

Hi Rich, 


The Sierra could certainly be modified for PSK31 operation. 


Recieving PSK31 could be done without modification. If you want to be able to 
use either sideband, you can add a switch in series with the BFO crystal that 
shifts the BFO a few kHz by reducing the series inductance. I did this on the 
original prototype Sierra, using a small toggle switch mounted on the front panel. 


Transmitting PSK31 will take more work. You'll need to arrange the product 
detector stage so that it can double as the transmit balanced modulator, or add 
another NE602 as the balanced modulator and obtain its BFO signal from pin 7 of 
the product detector '602. You'll also need to linearize the final amp stage to 
provide at least class B operation. I'd keep the power output down to @.5-1 watt 
or so when operating PSK31 unless you enhance the heat sink considerably.

As I write this, my IC-703 is putting out ten watts into the dummy 
load...locked key. 

I've had the key locked down now for about twenty minutes. Hopefully, I'll 
never get this long-winded on RTTY or PSK31 or FM etc. BTW, the hottest 
point on the exterior of the rig is on the rear apron, just above the 
plastic connector for the optional external a/t. Feels like about 50 degrees

Long story short, the '703's output power dropped from ten watts to about 
ten milliwatts after keying the transmitter via the accessory socket on the 
rear panel...shorted pins 2 and 3 together a few times while watching the 
WM-2. 

After this happened, I reset the '703's computer and 'played' with the wires 
coming from from acc socket pins 2 & 3...that is...making & breaking the 
circuit erratically until lo and behold, the output power sprang back up to 
ten watts where it's been sitting now for about 25 minutes. I mean to find 
out whether this rig is going to fail on rms heating during 100 % duty-cycle 


transmit for 30 minutes. 

So far, so good... 

So, seems Icom has some sort of logic problem associated with the ACC socket 
connections. 

Receiver still works fine...when not transmitting :) 

Ok, enough torture for the '703...key up! It survived... 

This problem xmay*x never crop up for '703 owners who only operate the rig 
sans connections to the ACC socket etc. 

Think I'll work some 20 CW with the '703 and tinker some more tomorrow.

As I write this, MMTTY is calling CQ on the Rock-Mite-RTTY-20 
freq...14088.380 Khz...except the rig now doing the RTTY transmitting is the 
ICOM IC-703. Using the exact-same interface that I use with the RM-20. But, 
don't go rushing to hear my IC-703's RTTY signals because it's only putting 
out ten milliwatts or so. Earlier this morning, the rig was putting out the 
full ten watts on RTTY. Then, suddenly, it went to 10 mW and has stayed 
there for over an hour now. Too bad, too, because I just copied a JAQ RTTY 
stn...f£rom the '703's Mother Country :) 


I'm now of the opinion that *myx '703's power out problem occurs somewhere 
before the final pa stage because a failed final *xusually* doesn't return 
from the dead.

Anybody ever fool with these things? They sure look cool on paper. It's 
supposed to be a very low distortion audio oscillator. I'm trying one from 
Art of Electronics (2nd Ed, figure 5.42), but you can see ‘em in lots of 
books. 


The oscillator part is pretty neat, the way it works. You have an R and C 
in series from the output of an op-amp to the + input terminal, and the same 
values of R and C in parallel from that point to ground. At a frequency 
where Xc = R, the Z of the series network is 1.414R and the Z of the 
parallel network is 0.707R, and they both have a phase angle of -45 degrees. 
So the impedance magnitudes have a ratio of 2:1. This will result ina 
voltage at the + terminal of 1/3rd the output voltage and with a phase angle 
of 0. Now, to make this thing oscillate, you'd need a voltage divider from 
output to (-) terminal that also produces 1/3rd (or less) of the output 
voltage at zero phase angle. (You can get the zero phase shift by using 
resistors.) If it gives exactly 1/3rd the output voltage, the gain will be 1 
and the output will be a sine wave. More voltage than that makes 
oscillation stop, and less than that causes clipping and a square wave 
output. What's needed is a feedback network to make the gain exactly 1, so 
a pure sine wave is produced. 


The classic circuit uses a little pilot light in the feedback circuit, from 
(-) to ground. As output increases, more current through the lamp causes 
its resistance to increase and therefore causes gain to decrease. This has 
the effect of driving the gain to exactly 1. An improved circuit uses an 
FET as a variable resistor to replace the lamp. Output voltage is rectified 
and applied to the gate. I decided to try this version, because the little 
lamps have fairly low resistance, resulting in a pretty hefty current draw 
through the feedback network, at least in my opinion. 


OK, now the whining part. I can't get the feedback network to do its thing. 
The oscillator does work. If I put in a pot for the feedback resistor (the 
one to ground), I can adjust it until I get a good sine wave. But this 
isn't a good or stable way to do it, because the nice sine wave occurs right 
near the place where oscillation stops entirely. I'll forego the details of 
all the stuff I've tried so far at this time, in a post that's already long. 
Any experiences or suggestions? BTW--I've tried a 2N5555 and then a 2N3819 
as the JFETs in the circuit.

On last digression--that whole deal of using a JFET as a resistor is 
interesting. If you (like me) have only a simple knowledge of JFET 
operation, then you know that for a given gate to source voltage, it's 
pretty much a constant current device, with current largely independent of 
drain voltage. So then how can the drain to source look like constant value 
resistor? With current constant, the resistance of the channel must vary 
directly with drain voltage. The answer is that operation in the "resistor" 
mode is in a different region than operation in the "normal" (amplifying) 
mode. Look at the family of curves for a JFET for current versus drain 
voltage with various gate to source voltages applied. Each curve rises up 
quickly (in current) as drain voltage gets slightly above zero, and then 


levels off at a value of constant current. The "resistance" region is that 
area at the left, very near where drain voltage equals zero, and continuing 
to the point where it levels off at a constant current. In that small 
region, resistance is constant.

First of all, actual OCR scanners have largely gone the way of the dodo. 


Page scanners are getting pretty cheap and the business of getting from the 
scanned image to actual letters is handled pretty well by software. 


Secondly, scanners are mechanical contrivances and the technology has been 
moving pretty quickly over the past few years, partly because they generate 
a terrific amount of data in a short time. This combination means that they 
tend to not last very long. The software and interfaces change quickly 
enough that the rather short life of these cheaply made devices tends to not 
be a real issue. Translation: don't spend a lot of money on one, and expect 
to replace it fairly frequently! 


Pagis Pro seems to be the leader in software to get from the scanned image 
into a revisable format. Pagis incorporates the TextBridge engine, which is 
somewhat clumsy to use without the Pagis wrapper. The Pagis package is 
surprisingly good at recognizing the text, however, in my experience, the 
software is a little unstable ... I have upgraded a few times in an attempt 
to get some sort of reliability with little luck. 


Also, keep in mind that OCR these days is largely driven by recognizing 
words, not letters. This improves the accuracy greatly, but it does mean 
that stuff with lots of unusual words (e.g. technical documents) won't 
convert as well as straight prose. I have, for example, been able to 
convert QEX articles, but they can take quite a bit of cleanup after 
scanning. 


A few things to look for in a scanner: 

- USB interface - this is really a must if you are using XP 

- Reasonable price - personally, I tend to prefer HP scanners, they 
don't cost a lot more than brand X and you tend not to have 
the weird little problems that you sometimes run into in the 
off-brand models. I would expect to look in the 100-200 range 
although you can get cheaper. 

- Included software - many scanners include Pagis or other OCR 
software. Pagis by itself costs almost as much as a scanner. 

- Look at speed vs. resolution. The higher the resolution the 
more accurate your OCR will be, but generally higher resolution 
means lower speed. OCR will work with 300 dpi, but you can 
generally get 1200 without a price penalty anymore, and even 
4800 dpi scanners are pretty reasonable. Look only at the 
"optical resolution". The other numbers are just smoke. 

- If you are into pictures as well, some models will do a pretty 
passable job at scanning negatives, which gives better results 
than scanning 4x6 prints. On the other hand, some models have 
feeders for 4x6 prints which can really reduce the tedium. 


If you are close to needing a printer, some of these combined 
printer/fax/scanner devices are getting pretty reasonable. The other day I 
noticed RadioShack had a combined HP device for around $200 - a little high 


for the printer or scanner, but better than paying for the two. Again, 
though, keep in mind that you are probably talking about a 1-2 year life, so 
you want to keep this in mind when you spend. 


A little off the subject, I noticed something really interesting the other 
day ... a new color printer costs the same as the ink cartridges that are 
included in the printer .... hmmm.

Hi Nick... I recently fooled around with something similar, trying to get a 
simple FET current regulator by shorting the gate to the drain. I have a 
large roll of house-numbered JFETs, and wanted a current-limited LED that 
would function from 5V to 28V w/o changes. Using Multisim 2001, the amount 
of current varied wildly from JFET type to JFET type. I tried a pot in 
series with the gate to absolutely no avail. Some JFETs allowed a 
considerable amount of smoke-escapement (a much more modern, 
politically-correct term for what would probably amount to a pretty good 
flash.) NONE would cut down the current via the gate. The trick was to put 
the pot from gate to drain, and once a value for 10mA was determined, to 
use a resistor. The JFET remains in series with the LED I wasted to 
current-limit. 


Anyway, you might try using something like this for your oscillator.
